Emancipator. 


Hodgenville, Ky., Nov. 10. — In a 


drizzling rain 10,000 persons from 
all sections of the nation assembled 
yesterday at the Lincoln farm, near 
here, to take pawl in the (dedication 
of a granite temple, which enshrines 
the cabin in whiclh Abraham Lincoln 
was born, 102 years ago. 
The skies 


cleaired, 
(however, 
shortly 
before 


President Taft was introduced as the 
principal speaker of the 'day. 


The president noted the appropri- 


ateness of the memorial on itihe Lin- 
coln farm, and' continued: 


"Few men .haye come into public 


prominence 
who came absolutely 


from the soil, as 'did Abraham Lin- 
coln. 
It is difficult to imagine the 
lack of comfort, accommodation, and 
the necessities of life tihiat there "were 
in itihe cabin in which he "was born. 
With aa Illiterate and sihiStless fath- 
er, and a mother, wStuo, though of 
education antt force, die'd before he 
•reached youth, his fu'tuire was dark, 
indeed. In the stepmother tihat Ms 
father found for turn, however, 
he 


bad a .woman of strength, of charac- 
ter 'and of education enough to as- 
sist him. 


"Lincoln's lack of .advantages for 


study and the persistency wl'tib. wihiclb. 
he kept up his reading were touched 
upon and the president continued, 
saying: 
- 
, 


"The almost squalor in which Ihe 


passed his early life made him -famil- 
iar with the sufferings, ith!ougthts and 
sympathies of the plain people; and 
when he came to great power, his 
'understanding of their reasoning and 
of their "views gave iiim an advian- 
tage in interpreting their 
attitude 


which cannot be overstated. 


"His evident sympathy for the col- 


ored. race, Ihis aroused sense of jus- 
tice in their behalf, his eairnest pas- 
sion to secure them freedom and 
equality of opportunity, had 
their 


inspiration in the 
sufferings 
and 


limitations of his town early life. 


"He was not slow, but he 
"Was 


cautious, deliberate, attentive, as be- 
•fitted one who insisted on establish- 
ing every proposition that foe adlher- 
ed to by original reason firom funda- 
mental postulates. The lucidity and 
clearness of his thought manifested 
itself 
in the 
simplicity, directness 


and clearness of his style. He bad 
imagination and 'he lorved poetry. He 
had *he 'rhythm of language, and, 
though 
purely 
self-educated, these 


circumstances developed ia power 
o-E 


literary expression that the 
world, 


and especially the 
literary world, 


has «ome fully to recognize and en- 
joy.

To this add one-half of a cup- 
ful of fine tapioca, soak for ten min- 
utes, thon cook in UK- double boiler 
until clear. Add tho well beaten yolks 
of throe eggs, cook for a moment long- 
er, .take from the firo, add the prunes, 
cut Tine and turn into a 
deep but- 


tered dish. Whip the whites of the 
eggs to a firm meringue with three 
tnblcspoonfuls of 
siftod 
powdered 


sugar and a few drops of vanilla. 
Il<vip over the pudding. diiRt thickly 
with powdered sugar and place in a 
modornto ovon long pnough to brown. 
Set aside and serve very cold.

You wo'uldn't believe it, at least if 
you shun court-rooms, where they 
keep cold figures on the subject. 


According to Joseph E. Bidwell, 


Clerk of the Circuit Court, here is j 
what the tigures show. 
About 90 
per cent ol the divorce suits now in 
the court are brought by wives and 
the same ratio ot them are bi ought 
for trivia.! causes, including incom- 
patibility and such trifles as are 
not considered an intractioii of the 
moral or civil laws. 


Also in Cook county it is found 


that while 90 per cent of the suits 
are brought by women the other 10 
per cent are instituted by men based 
on charges oi desertion, immoral 
conduct and similar delinquencies. 
Men are shown as long suffeimg, for 
the aveiage duration of married life 
where the husband is the plaintiff is 
iound to be twice the length of time 
shown by the suits where the women 
are the plaintiffs. 


Women, the statistics show, seem 


to have less regard for their chil- 
dieii, for the cases in which women 
have applied for divorce usually re- 
veal three children in the family, 
whereas the suits brought by men us- 
ually have only one child. 


Incidentally 
mothers-in-law 
are 


found, according to the same statis- 
tics, to be much maligned. The moth- 
er-in-law is found to sympathize with 
her son-in-law and daughter-in-law 
as often as she does with her own 
cmld. 
But the real evil of the di- 


vorce court is the gossipy woman— 
sue is more of a menace to the mar- 
ital community than all the moth- 
ers-in-law or tathers-m-law or bad 
husbands or recalcitrant 
wives in 
the land. 


The marrying in haste nuptials 
last about as long as the marriages 
preceded by long courtship and the 
Catholics, who make about 20 per 
cent ot Chicago's population, appear 
in about only 1 per cent of the di- 
vorce suits.
